1. Although not f ully know! edgeable of all that has trat spired, 

I am much concerned about this proposed draft. The President * $ Board 
was unquestionably sound in recommending that the coordinat lot of 
intelligence he improved; however, I doubt that their purpose* was 
solely to provide the DCI with more authority. It may well bt* that 
their recc aama ndation was taore subtle and contained an ifflpl t e d criticism 
of CIA’s failure to provide more efficient and aggressive leader sin ip 
to the intelligence corammity. In other words, before I woulA submit 
a draft such as this to the President’s Board I would consider strongly 
whether our own house is in order. The recent aeaaorandum fre* Gee. 
Cassidy hearing on currant intelligence indicates that the Botrd is 
quite knowledgeable of ease of CIA’s internal deficiencies.

Actually I aa more concerned with the legal 
interpretation of the DCI’ a authority as developed by the pressed 
draft. This draft, in effect, places the DCI in the chain of caranand 
over the heads of the other intelligence services. The Chief of Army 
Intelligence cannot have two superiors. Be works for and his fitness 
report is written by the Chief of Staff. Any attack by CIA oti this 
principle will fail. In short, I do not subscribe to the |fci:.oac$phy 
of coordination set f earth in this draft.
